“What about spies?” 

“Tt is difficult to say. Certain- 
ly the Russians got some in- 
formation from us.

Still, it is not 
known how much help it was. 
We do not know along what lines 
the Russian experiments de- 
veloped. It always is-possible to 
start working on an _ identical 
problem and find the solution by 
different techniques, though the 
same formula be employed. . We 
have never published, for exam- 
ple, what the traitor Fuchs of 
England says he told the Rus- 
sians. Perhaps he did not tell 
them how to do certain things, 
which they might understand the 
better if we published it. Some- 
times when a man confesses he is 
more articulate and thorough 
than when working under pres- 
sure. Also Fuchs could not tell 
them how to make the tools, the 
machines, the instruments and so 
on.” 

These were answers 
plaintive queries at a recent sem- 
inar at Oak Ridge, Tenn., where 
those responsible for the mys- 
teries of uranium, plutonium, 
thorium and of violent, hurtling 
neutrons stood before us and 
talked and gave answer to our 
ignorance.

Reds Agree To Talks 
On Truce At New Site; 
UN Acceptance Seen 


Foe Wants

Ridgway in last week’s communl-

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We Must Start Over 


That the nation’s Governors, meeting at 
Gatlinburg, passed a resolution asking a 
study of mental illness indicates that the 
problem of care and treatment of the men- 
tally diseased is nationwide. 

Different states handle their mental 
cases in different ways. Some states main- 
tain a number of mental institutions dis- 
tributed geographically. Others distribute 
patients among institutions on the basis of 
type of insanity. Georgia houses her men- 
tal patients in one institution. 

But regardless of the method, practical- 
ly every state must face an unpleasant 
fact—too many people go into asylums and 
not enough come out cured. 

The solution? The answer is a new ap- 
proach to the problem, First of all, we 
must treat insanity as a disease, not as a 
visitation from evil spirits. Treating it as 
a disease means that we must have careful 
diagnosis to discover the exact nature of 
the ailment. Then we must deal in cause 
and cure. : 

Development of psychiatric clinics is a 
step in that direction. These clinics are 


screening centers which can keep out of. 


the state hospital cases which should never 
go there. There is such a clinic at Augusta. 
There is one at Grady Hospital, too. 

The mental ward at Grady has been so 
successful Fulton Rep. Luther Alverson 
has suggested that the Piedmont Hospital 
building be acquired for conversion into a 
psychiatric center when the hospital moves 
into new quarters. Psychiatrists say that 
50 per cent of the patients admitted to the 


comparatively small ward at Grady are 
sent home instead of to Milledgeville. 

The Georgia Medical Association has 
recommended a screening center or “out 
patient” clinic as part of an improved plan 
of caring for mental cases. 

Enough psychiatric clinics to screen all 
the mental cases in Georgia could substan- 
tially reduce the population. at the Mil- 
ledgeville hospital. These clinics would 
take the final responsibility for commit- 
ment to the state hospital from lunacy 
commissions, which are nearly always 
composed of laymen, with scarcely ever a 
psychiatrist on the board. : 

Another requisite to progress in the 
field of mental illness is to separate the 
senile from the mentally diseased and to 
provide homes for the aged, where old 
people can receive proper care in a pleas- 
ant environment close to their relatives 
and other friends. The people whose only 
affliction is senility do not belong in insane 
asylums. 

There are then two different problems 
involved in the states’ study of mental ills. 
One is a medical problem of case analysis, 
prescription and application of proper 
treatment. The other narrows down to a 
simple matter of nursing care. | 

We are going to have to reorganize our 
thinking before we get far in reorganizing 
our institutions. May the resolution passed 
by the governors lead to definite recom- 
mendations and progress in attacking the 
age-old problem of mental illnesses, their 
cause and cure. 


The Vann House Is Worth Saving 


On Wednesday, Oct. 10, Georgians in- 
terested in history will meet at the Henry 
Grady Hotel to form the Joseph Vann His- 
torical Association. Purpose of the organi- 
zation will be to raise $5,000 to buy the 
home of Joseph Vann at Spring Place near 
Chatsworth and to preserve it as a mu- 
seum-memorial of the Cherokee Indian. 

The Vann House is a fairly well pre- 
served relic of a colorful epoch in our his- 
tory. Home of the Cherokee chief, Joseph 
Vann, it was closely associated with the 


great days of the Cherokee Nation, then 
with that tragedy known as “The Trail of 
Tears.” John Howard Payne, author of 
“Home Sweet Home,” visited the Vann 
House and was imprisoned near it because 
of his liberal feeling towatd the Indians. 

The formation of the Joseph Vann His- 
torical Association is a worthy project. It 
offers a chance to give more than lip serv- 
ice to the campaign for the marking and 
maintenance of historic sites in order to 
preserve the Georgia heritage. 


‘Truman Aims at the Wrong Target 


President Truman’s refusal to rescind 
his recent order giving civilian agencies of 
the government authority to classify and 
withhold information from the press does 
not hold water. Neither do his reasons 
therefor. His lecture to the press for pub- 
lishing military secrets which he says they 
should have withheld is hitting the wrong 
target. 

If, as he says, 95 per cent of informa- 
tion he would have kept secret has already 
been published by the press, how does it 
follow that giving authority to civilian 
agencies of the government insures with- 
holding of military information? Infor- 
mation which has been cleared for publi- 
cation by the defense establishment, such 
as that about the Matador guided missile, 
has been carried by all newspapers in good 
faith. 

The press has been critical of the re- 
lease of military and policy secrets, such 
as those given out during the MacArthur 


investigation for political purposes, as well 
as obviously secret information leaked by 
members of Congress, also for political 
purposes. There has been entirely too 
much laxity about such matters, but lack- 
ing a consistent policy and without guid- 
ance from the government itself, the news- 
papers have had no alternative. 

Such a policy should be set, but any 
policy which gives agencies of the govern- 
ment excuses to cover up their own fail- 
ures in the guise of military security is an 
infringement on the rights of the people to 
a free press. President Truman and the 
defense agencies of the government should 
establish a workable code. If they did, we 
are certain the press would follow it to 
the letter. 

But the press would not be worthy of 
its responsibilities if it accepted censor- 
ship which would deny the people infor- 
mation about the conduct or misconduct of 
public officials and public affairs.

WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower draft move- 
ment, now in full bloom with the Republicans, 
is almost certain to spread to the Democrats in 

due course. Already there is a strong undercurrent of sentiment 
in Democratic ranks for throwing the party’s presidential nomina- 
tion to the general next year. It is being kept under restraint 
chiefly because of the uncertainty about President Truman’s plans. 


But once this uncertainty is removed, as it will be in time. a 
full-fledged boom in behalf of Eisenhower is expected to be 
launched by Democrats. The only reason it has not been pro- 
jected more conspicuously before is a desire on the part of party 
leaders not to do anything to embarrass the President. 


Most Democrats in Congress are still convinced that Mr. Tru- 
man will not seek a third term. But until he takes himself out 
of the picture it would be embarrassing for them to identify them- 
selves openly with a movement for nominating some other man. 
That explains why the Eisenhower boom is currently receiving more 
prominence among Republicans than the Democrats. 


Convention Battle And it seems all the more certain that 
come forth in some force if the President, in declining to run him- 
self, should seek to throw the nomination to someone else of his 
choice. Then a real convention battle might result. Southern 
Democrats, in particular, have indicated a strong sentiment for 
the general. 

About the only thing in the cards that could stop an Eisenhower 
hoom by the Democrats would be a formal declaration on the part 
of the general that he regards himself as a Republican, and hence 
was not available for any other party nomination. But those who 
know him say that it is highly unlikely he would do anything of 
the kind. There is absolutely nothing in the record to indicate 
that he has any political leanings, one way or the other. 


Among some Democratic leaders there is talk of the party 
going ahead with plans for naming the general under any circum- 
stances, regardless of whether he happened to be nominated by 
the Republicans or not. 


GOP Meets First Te GOP convention meets first; conse- 
quently the Republicans will have the 


first whack at him. Jf they should name Eisenhower, there would 
be nothing to prevent the Democrats from following suit, it is 
argued. What the Democrats would do in that case, it is pointed 
out, would be to nominate a separate candidate for vice-president, 
with the general at the head of both major party tickets. 


Then the election would be determined by which party elected 
a vice-president and the control of Congress. If the Democrats 
came out on top in Congress and the party’s vice-presidential can- 
didate won, the new President would be expected to surround 
himself with a predominantly Democratic cabinet. The reverse 
would be true if the Republicans captured control of Congres 
and elected their vice-presidential candidate. 

While the Republicans have the present edge in boosting the 
popular general for the nomination, Democratic sentiment in the 
same direction Will be coming along later. It is something to watch.

Calls Budenz a Liar---Asks Hearing 


WASHINGTON—An open letter to Sen. Pat. McCarran (Dem., Nev.), 


Subcommittee on Internal Security: 

Dear Senator McCarran: Having 
Saturday morning to the testimony of 
Budenz. I am moved to take a step which I had 
hoped to avoid. In my opinion, a newspaperman 
can make no greater mistake than to appear in 
any public role. But during the war in China, 
I took part in certain events which prove that 
Budenz has lied to vour Subcommittee on In- 
ternal Security. 

In these circumstances, therefore, in 
justice to the other persons involved in 
events, who have been falsely accused by Budenz, 
I feel forced to request the opportunity to offer 
mv testimony in refutation of his. 

Besides a tissue of half truths and a barrago 
of misrepresentation, Budenz has told three 
demonstratable lies. He has said that at the time 
of Henry A. Wallace’s mission to China in 1944, 
the State Department official, John Carter Vin- 
cent, was a ‘member of the Communist Party.” 
He has asserted that Vincent was “relied” on by 
the Communist Party leadership to “guide” Wal- 
lace along the path of the party line. And he 
has stated that the Communist leaders were 
‘satisfied’ with the results of Vincent’s alleged 
work as Wallace's guide.

As it happens, I was in China at the time 
of the Wallace visit about which Budenz has 
testified so freely. I was then serving as a 
member of the 14th Air Force staff and per- 
sonal advisor to Maj. Gen. C. L. Chennault. 
When Wallace reached Kunming, where our 
headquarters were situated, Gen. Chennault 
assigned me to act as the Vice President's 
escort and subhost during his visit. Wallace 
and Vincent were the General’s guests at 
his house. where I also lived, and I was al- 
most continuously with them both until they 
left China. 


More particularly, I was with Wallace and 
Vincent when they discussed the grave crisis 
then going on in China, and the American policy 
that should be adopted towards it. I was not 
only present—I was at the typewriter—during 
the drafting of the Wallace cable to President 
Roosevelt, advising the removal! of Gen. Joseph 
W. Stilwell from command in China and his 
replacement by Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer. 
Every detail of that episode refutes Budenz’s 
testimony concerning Vincent in particular and 
the Wallace mission in general. I cannot attempt 
to make a full case against Budenz in the short 
space of this letter. That is what I hope to do 
in sworn testimony, but I should like at least to 
illustrate briefly. Budenz testified Saturday that 
the Communist Party leaders were not displeased 
by the suggestion of Gen. Wedemeyer as China 
Theater Commander, but were “very much op- 
posed to Gen. Chennault fand) didn’t want him 
in the picture at all.” The sum of Budenz’s 


chairman of the Senate 


testimony was that if the Wallace cable to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had proposed Chennault as China 
Theater Commander, it would then have been 
indisputably anti-Communist. 

In point of fact, the Wallace cable came very 
close to doing precisely that. When Wallace had 
decided. with Vincent's concurrence, that Stil- 
well ought not to continue in command in China, 
he then stated that he would like to suggest Gen. 
Chennault as Stilwell’s replacement. Again, 
Vincent indicated that he concurred. When my 
advice was asked, however, I was in the em- 
barrassing situation of Kaving to argue, for 
reasons which I shall be glad to explain to your 
committee, that the suggestion of Gen. Chen- 
nault would be unwise. It was only then that 
the decision was taken to put forward the name 
of Gen. Wedemever. 


Besides this, in my judgment, specific 
proof of Budenz’'s falsehood, there is the 
more general and decisive proof, around 
which I noted both Budenz and your sub- 
committee counsel rather carefully skirted 
Saturday morning. The non-Communist 
character of the Wallace cable is chiefly 
shown, not by the recommendation of Gen. 
Wedemeyer, but by the proposal to remove 
Gen. Stilwell from command. When that 
cable was written, Gen. Stilwell was already 
working to arm the Chinese Communists, 
while denying all aid to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
hard-pressed armies in China. Had Stilwell 
continued in commana in China, the Chinese 
Communists would surely have been able to 
destroy the Generalissimo before the end of 
the war. And when Stilwell was finally dis- 
missed from command, the war-time hopes 
of the Chinese Communists fell finally and 
completely to the ground. | 


In the face of these facts which I shall gladly 
prove to your committee, Budenz has the bare- 
faced audacity to claim that Wallace’s proposal 
to dismiss Stilwell was pro-Communist, and was 
even welcomed by the Communist Party leader- 
ship.

The peasants will pay for the 
land in 30 annual installments to. 
the state. The payments will 
equal about what it cost the peas- 
ant to rent it. The former owners 
are paid by tthe state at.a price 
determined bv land experts. The 
payments generally are made in 
state bonds.

Fix Old Sheets 
Before They Rip 


If your bed sheets are wear- 
ing thin, here’s how to give the 
coverings a brand new lease on 
life. Hold the sheet up to the 
light to see thin spots. Before 
the sheet actually begins to 
break, tear it down the center, 
sew the outer selvaged edges to- 
gether and hem the sides. The 
portions along the selvages are 
stronger because they receive 
the least wear. Before sewing 
the selvage together, rip back 
the top and bottom two or three 
inches from the selvage. Then 
overlap the selvages and sew 
them in a flat seam. Resew the 
top and bottom hems. Hem the 
side edges to prevent fraying.

MONDAY MORNING PULPIT 


Get Ready for Troubles, 
Then Take Them to God 


This sermon, “What To Do With Trouble,” is one of the series 
chosen because it deals with a common problem of everyday religious 
living. It was preached in the Rock Spring Presbyterian Church in 
Atlanta. The Monday Morning Pulpit is published by The Atlanta 
Constitution, in co-operation with the Christian Council of Atlanta.

“Call upon me in the day of trouble .. .”—Psalm 50715. 

Down on the Carolina coast this Summer I heard a plaintive 
Negro voice lifting the ancient lament of his people: 

“Trouble. Trouble! I had it all my days! 

“And it looks like trouble gonna follow me to my grave.” 

The hearing of that chant brought freshly to my mind two facts: 
First, that trouble is universal and of almost infinite variety. There 
are troubles of mind. Second, that God, through his Word, has sought 
to equip us for meeting the troubles that come to us. Very explicitly 
it is affirmed that whatsoever things were written aforetime were 
written for our learning that we through patience and comfort of 
the Scriptures might have hope. 

Three rules gather up much of that which the Scriptures would 
teach us in our dealing with adversities.. 


RULE NO. 1 IS: “PREPARE FOR IT.” General Foch is reported 
to have said frequently, “The battle is won the day before.” 

Trouble may strike suddenly, but it ought not to come upon us 
unexpectedly; for all experience and scripture unite to teach us that 
we may expect our portion of the bitter cup. In the family, or in 
the business ventures, or in the circle of friendship there will be 
times of heartache and shadow. With this reasonable expectancy the 
sane and practical thing must be first of all to prepare for the coming 
of trouble so as to build the bulwarks of the soul before the billows 
of trouble sweep over us. By the very fact that we expect it to come 
and count it a normal component of life, we rob it of some of its shock. 

" RULE NO. 2 IS: “TAKE IT TO GOD.” How many grief-stricken 
people have said with Cain: “My trouble is greater than I can bear!” 
And God seems to answer, “Yes, your trouble is greater than you 
can bear ALONE.” For throughout His word He has invited sorrowers 
to share their griefs with Him. 

“Cast thy burden upon the Lord and He will sustain thee” is 
the testimony of an ancient believer. “Call upon me in the time of 
trouble” is an ever-open invitation from God to men. Over and over 
again, in a dozen different forms that privilege is extended to men. 
I used to wonder why it was repeated so often. I have finally con- 
cluded that it is because there is a natural human tendency either 
to accuse God or to accuse one’s self. Either attitude serves to in- 
tensify the grief. But there is a finer way in which the prepared 
spirit can take his grief to God believing that in the Infinite Wisdom 
and the Eternal Plan what seems to be our disappointment js really 
His appointment. 

Take your trouble to God. Not only will He share it, He will 
also sanctify it to you. By His touch what we have called tragedies 
may be transmuted into life’s crowning triumphs. 

RULE NO. 3 IS: “BELIEVE THAT IT WILL PASS.” Sudden 
sorrow seems to ring down the curtain: “This is the end,” we are 
tempted to say. We feel that all our house of life has collapsed. 

“Not so,” says God. “Weeping endureth for a season, but joy 
cometh in the morning.” 

He speaks of our afflictions as things “which are for a moment.” 
He points us forward to the time when “these calamities shall be 
overpast.” And in the midst of distresses He invites the confidence 
that will sustain, “’Til the day dawn and these shadows flee away.” 
In all of these assurances our Heavenly Father is seeking to point 
us beyond the present darkness to sure dawn. What this can mean to 
: 1 agri heart is unforgettably expressed in Grace Noel Crowell’s 
estimony: 


“If but one message I may leave behind, 

One single word of courage for my kind, 

It would be this—Oh, brother, sister, friend, 
Whatever life may bring, what God may send, 


Shortly you'll be dunking 
those very sweaters, and it 
would behoove you to know the 
proper shampoo treatment be- 
fore. you have to spend three 
weeks’ salary replacing the ones 
which shrink. 


Dunk them, one at a time, as 


you already know: washing two 
different colors at once would 
be catastrophié. 

Before washing a _ colored 
sweater for the first time, make 
the tumbler test by squeezing 3 
sample or corner of the material 
in a glass of lukewarm water. If 
there is only a slight discolora- 
tion, then you’re safe to go 
ahead with the splash. However, 
if there’s an excess of color, 
better have it dry-cleaned for 
safety’s sake. 

Measuring before washing is 
insurance of a perfect wash job, 
and it only takes a few minutes. 
Outline the sweater on plain 
paper; turn the garment inside 
out; give it a bath, rinse well, 
roll it in a towel to knead out 
water, then pin it to the out- 
line with rustproof pins. When 
the sweater is completely dry, 
steam out the pin marks with a 
damp cloth. 


Always in washing sweaters, 
use lukewarm water. If the 
water is too warm it will cause 
the wool to mat and after gar- 
ments are matted or felted, thev 
usually cannot be restored to 
original size and softness. 


Some sweaters nowadays have 
been shrink - conditioned, but 
shrinkproof or no, the better 
bath treatment, the prettier, 
fluffier sweater you'll have. 
Never rub, twist, or wring it 


during washing, and above all, - 


don’t soak it in the suds too 
long. At least two rinsings in 
lukewarm water are recom- 
mended. Cup the sweater in 
your hands when lifting it from 
the water and squeeze out as 
much moisture as you can while 
holding it this way. It prevents 
stretching. 

Drying is as important to 
colored sweaters as_ washing. 
Remove most of the water by 
rolling sweater in a towel, but, 
to prevent colors from running, 
remove from the towel immedi- 
ately and dry quickly in 3s 
rapidly circulating current of 
air, away from the sun, ex- 
treme heat or cold. 

As a final precaution for your 
new sweaters as well as those 
from last year: Don’t let them 
get too soiled. They’re much 
harder to wash that way. And 
don’t Iet prespiration remain in 
garments; it ruins the fibers of 
the fabric and shortens the life 
of your sweater. 


Tub Your Cottons 
Betore Storing 


It seems only a few wecks 
ago that you were getting your 
cottons out of storage—and now 
it’s time to put them away 
again. 

You'll be happier next June 
if you take time now to prepare 
summer clothes properly 
their “long winter’s nap” in the 
trunk or garment bag. 


First of all, never put cottons 
away soiled. The dirt will be 
almost impossible to remove 
next year, and _ perspiration 
ter 's to destroy fabrics. Wash 
and dry the clothes thoroughly 
and put them away unstarched 
and unironed. 

You are advised against 
starching cottons because they 
tend to “‘yellow” during a long 
period of storage. 

Bathing suits need _ special 
care, too. Wash thoroughly to 
remove perspiration (which rots 
and discolors suits) and salt 
water or chlorine from a pool. 
Use lukewarm sudsy water and 


rinse in clear water of the same’ 


temperature. 


Synthetics Move 
In on Textiles

the old and conservative tex- 
tile industry, according to a re- 
cent publication ,which points 
out further that chemical en- 


gineers are invading the textile 
business, which now consumes 
about a quarter of all the in- 
dustrial chemicals sold. 


Until a few years ago, the tex- 
tile world felt these “imitation 
fibers” might be used for a few 
special items but would never 
dig into the basic silk, cotton 
and wool markets. Now syn- 
thetic fibers are fast becoming 
an important part of our lives, 
providing new and improved 
clothing, draperies, seat covers, 
screens, carpets and tires. 


Rayon has become quite pop- 
ular; nylon and a shortage dur- 
ing the war brought the down- 
fall of silk, and now new syn- 
thetics are moving in on high- 
priced wool.

Now that the dust from the first flurry of going back to school 


has begun to settle, the question 


How can parents best co-operate with the- schools’ 


programs’ 

In answer to this, a group of 
Atlanta grade school teachers, 
all members of the Association 


for Childhood Education, came 
back with suggestions that, while 
they varied slightly in expres- 
sion, were essentially the same 
in meaning. 

The first responsibility of 
parents, as they see it, is to send 
to school a child (oy children) 
who is as well adjusted as pos- 
sible within the scope of his 
years. 

If the habit patterns of living 
have been well established in 
the child through a _ healthy, 
happy home atmosphere, they 
point out, the parents will have 
removed his most hazardous 
mental block. The child who is 
beginning to master the basic 
well - adjusted personality, 
sure* to be, from the teachers’ 
experience, a receptive and alert 
pupil. 

To create such a child, the 
following ingredients are neces- 
sary. 

Right attitude 
play and school. 

Sense of responsibilities, es- 
pecially toward those younger or 
less fortunate than he. 

Obedience and a respect for 
authority—regardless of the age 
of the person “in charge.” 

Recognizing and respecting 
authority is not only vital for 
the child’s mental growth, but 
for his physical safety as well, 
since “authority” is represented 
not only by his teacher but by 
the traffic policeman who guides 
him. across the street, by group 
leaders on the playground 
well as patrol boys and girls. 

If you have fulfilled these re- 
quirements in your child to the 
extent that thev become a co- 
ordinated part of his living, you 
not only lighten immeasurably 
the teacher’s burden of teach- 
ing, but also raise his level of 
learning. 

Of course, the best guide par- 
ents can follow in co-operating 
with the school’s learning pro- 
gram is to make themselves 
familiar with the program and 
to participate wholeheartedly 
This, naturallv can be done 
through PTA groups, child study 
groups, or simply by visiting

The Passing Show 


At least. three players in the 


Cooperstown Hall of Fame, per- 
haps four, were pretty good bat- 
tlers. Ty Cobb, John McGraw, 
Mickey Cochrane and Frank 
Frisch were always in there, 
tooth and nail, to the last out. 
Each of them was a great com- 
petitor and I assure you that 
their conversation with umpires 
was not always on a Noel Cow- 
ard level of dialogue. 

If a guy is a great competitor, 
not even the highest-pressure 
hose in any American firehouse 
ever will cool off the temper he 
builds up in his personal fur- 
nace in the heat of battle. 

Which brings us to the sub- 
ject of Jackie Robinson. 


When Umpire 
tossed Campanella out of the 
Brooklyn lineup in a cruical 
game at Boston, it was reported 
Robinson was willing and eager 
to chew both ears off Dascoli. 
Such an outburst, particularly 
in the heat of a pennant drive, 
is commonplace, even to pro- 
fanity. But suddenly, a lot of 
people suggested that Robinson’s 
outburst proved that he was a 
wrong geezer. Fiddlesticks and 
phooey on that diagnosis. 
Robinson is a_ tremendous 
competitor. He felt that his 
team had been badly crippled 
McGraw, Frisch or Durocher, 
under equal provocation, pos- 
sibly would have pursued Das- 
coli to his house and thrown 
bricks through his window. 


None of these things can be 
defended, of course; small chil- 
dren should mot be encouraged 
to become profane or go around 
belting annoying playmates. But 
it is baseball custom and has 
been ever since bewhiskered 
Alexander J. Cartwright, in 
1845, headed a committee to 
frame a standard set of rules. 

Robinson is not the exception.
